* Marshal, the wrier of \\ 
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layed, and the foldier returned to vifit his 
little family, who had furvived the flames 
of the general conflagration ; yet, a more 
interefiing and important work remained 
untouched: that is, the formation of a 
government, In confidering that part of 
the tafk, more difficult than any yet expe- 
rienced, the mind muft have funk, una- 
voidably, under a weight of difficulty that 
could hardly be furmounted. Gloomy 
and difcouraging indeed muft have been 
their fituation. But Americans were made 
to endure every trouble; to lay proftrate 
every obitacle that tended to impede their 
career, and to accomplith every undertak- 
ing which they had begun. Without be- 
ftation or delay they proceeded to infti- 
tute a government that would be lafting. 


A government that would fecure to every - 


individual, both fatety to his perfon and 
property. A convention was calied and 
a conftitution formed, which fill exilts in 
part, and ftill prefcribes the mode of go- 
vernment, under which we now live. 
“Whether a proper fele€&tion was made, or 
‘whether it is far preterable to any that 
could be devifed, experience only wi!! 
determine. In making this chorce, we 
were in one refpeét highly favored above 
other republics that had yone before us. 
‘Their ruin and downfall gave infl:u&ion, 
and warned us to avoid thofe delufive arts 
which enfnare the people and render go- 
vernment unfate. They could-fee that re- 
pablics had fallen ; that the people might 
grow corrapt as well a8 virtuous; tiat 
reprelentatton was fleeting and tranfitory, 
and that fociety might be deftroyed tor the 
want of a proper contiiiution. 

Rome, an ancient republic, was once 
the miftrefs of the world, but now deftroy. 
ed; bér government depended upon the 
seprefentation of the people; her contin. 
uance vpon their virtnwe. Arhens alfo, 
though at firft ruled by kings, threw off 
the yoke ot regal dominion, and eftablith- 
ed a government that vefted the chief 8- 
thority if the people. Lacedemon J:ke. 
‘wife bears a diftinguifhed charafter in the 
hiffory of the ancients, as boafling fora 
time its liberty and independence; bat 
finally, like the other free fates, was d:- 
ftroyed by the common evils incident to 
every free government. ‘Thofe govern. 
ments originated either by force or traud, 
and as fuch, did tor a time receive the 
fupoort and attention.ot the people. So 
‘tar as the flare of fociety then would per- 
‘mit, they progreffed in the road of :m- 
provement and profperity : but finally 

were Contaminated by the poifon that may 
ailue from a republican government. 


Under what government do we live ? 
Is it monachical ? Is it defporic? Cer- 
tainly not. It is a republic, and without 
doubt fuperiorto any that bas ever’been ef- 
tablithed : founded onthe principle of yiv- 
jig and fecuring to the people, the right of 
cloofing thofe who govern and thole who 
fall reprefent them. It did not originate 
in corrupticn, nor wes it palmed upon 
them through fraud. The wildom of our 
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ftatefmen planned and devifed it in coun- 
cil, and it grew in firength and energy as 
long as the edminiftration continued in the 
hands of Wathington and Adams. 
preferved and refpeéied that grand palla- 
dium of our rights, which bound the fe. 
veral fates into one general or national 
government. 

Every conftitution is the index to the 
ftability of every nation, and to us it points 
out the fyflem of our government ; the 
different departments of power; the quan- 
tity given to our rulers, and the manner 
by which that authority is balanced. Its 
conftruétion gives to each depariment an 
equal weight of influence in the effairs ot 
the nation, and fo diflributes the power 
as to create a check on each branch of the 
conititution; by which an accumulation 
of authority is prevented, which if exer- 
ciled without reftraint, might prove rwin- 
ous tothe country. An union of the fe- 
veral fates was thereby cffefled, and they 
aie pledged by folemn compaét to detend 
the liberty of their countrytogether. It is 
like the Amphi&ion council diflingvifhed 
in the Grecian Liftory, whicheftablified a 
grand afiembly of the ‘lates of Greece, 
The founder of that inftitution intended to 
unite in the facred band of amity the peo- 
ple of thofe*flates ; and to oblige them, by 
this union; to undertake the defence of 
each other, and be mutually vigilant tor 
the happinefs and tranquillity of their 
country. Though the duration of that 
counci! was fhort and bui tranfitory in its 
operation, (he cflablifhment was ufeful and 
calculated to refift the influence of fech 
powerful individuals, who \ivein this and 
inotherflates,and who are eremies to a ge. 
neral nations! governmentin every poili- 
ble fhape, Seeking for fuperiority, ambi- 
tion gnaws them to the extremity of fee!- 
ing; harmony, integrity and honor be. 
come odious and difgufling. By exertion 
and management they aitein eminerce and 
power; naturally aiming et greatneis andag- 
grandrzement, which when acquired, bring 
flavery upon thofe who railed them to 
their flation, and eternal ruin upon them- 
felves. ‘Our government is fo tormed 
that it guards againfl thetyranr, the deipot, 
kings andemperors. With us they can 
find no afylum, 90 fhelter, but the aes- 
agogue, the infidel, the hypocrite, he 
unprincipied, the fadizous, the ambitious 
and foureiyn outcafis ali find their way in- 
to the counc'ls of our nation, Thicy re- 
ceive patronage and fupport, attention and 
honor; while the real American ts deipif- 
ed and diified uponthe fea of Ceitruction. 

What isthe evil, that has reduced every 
republic to infignificance and infamy, 
to complete ruin? ‘The ution of 
foreien ditorgamizers ; they who know no 
diff @ ce between a king acda piefident, 
between liberty end liceatioufoels; who 
are tamiliar with the guillotine infurrec- 
tions at home, 2nd who know of no other 
fear, but that which the gallows infpires, 
or which falls from the brow of an empe- 
ror. And here let u be remarked, if this

pradices to withdraw the affections of the 
people from it; the evident tendency of 
their aris and thofe of thar agents to 
countenance and inv! gorate oppofition ; 
ther difregard of folemn treaties and 
laws of nations ; their war upon our de- 
Jencele/s s commerce; their treatment of 
our miniflers of peace; and their de- 
mands amounting to tri bute ; excited ip- 
dignation in the heart of the American 
chief and compelled him once more to 
refume the duties of a puble charafter. 
Belicve, fir, fays Wathington, 2o one can 
more cordially approve of the wife, and 
prudent meafures of your adminifiration.. 
They ought to tnfpire univerfal conft- 
dence. This language, held forth by the 
man, who founded the empire in which 
welive, onght to be conciufive to the 
people of the United States, as to the util- 
ity and propriety of chat meafure. 


The adminifiration of thefe two men,who 
were the ornaments of our country devi- 
fers of our government and the advocates 
of correét principles. continued till the 
year 1801, when Thomas Jrflerfon was 
elected prefident of the United States, in 
confequence of the alcendeney ecquired, 
by the rhage party. He was the po- 
litical Meffiah, who appeared to co ngratn- 
late the American peo iple, on his eleétion 
to the firft office in the union. He was 
the man, the philofopier, the /oldier, the 
fiate/man, who Wase lebted by foreign and 
jecobinic influehes, to cond ut the affairs 
of this country, to a piteh grandeur, 
trom which tt would never fall. And 
how cid our eountry fend at that time ? 
Who wrefied the nation from the imbe. 
cility, and anarchy of the old confedera. 
tion ? Who propoled andadopted the con- 
ftitution of the U Mnited S ares 2? Who car- 
ried thatconititutton into eperation ? and 
by whofe efforts, was the country raifed 

in a ie vw yea S, from a flate of aut cord and 
bankruptcy, foa pro ndeminence of dig- 
ity a nd prof{perity ? Werenotithefe things 
aeccomplifhed by teceraiifts ? and did they 
not tranfmit to their fucceffors with Mr, 
TJeffert ff at their head onr republican in. 
fiitntions in full health and vigour ? The 
man that will not confels thefe faéts is 
knuckled to the anvil of bigetiy, and his 
heart Impenetr: able to conviét: on.— Mr. 
Jefferfon then came tata an cffice, that 
could almoft fupport fell. A £oOverine- 
mentthat required, but ordinary’ manage- 
ment, in Concucting US Conceris, and an 
which afmal!l degree of exertion was only 
requiftteto increafe ts prolfperity. What 
was the condu&t of this man after his e- 
leftion ? What promiles did he make ? 
Has he performed them? To this audi- 
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ence I put the aueflion: Did the real, or 
the {purious legitimate Amesicen receive 
patronage at his hands ? Has merit beea 
duly rewarced, and thofe services, per- 
formed in echieving our independence 
faithfully compenfated ? Have the cffices 
of this country, been hiled. wih) men 
who have cleims ‘eneriorto ail the refk of 
their countrymen? Or have they not becn 
aad are they not now held by individuals 
proteiling to be attached to foreign powers, 
and who afiift France in robbing vs of 
more millions, than 4 iy other nations put 
togethe er. It was hoped es he proceeded 
he would paufe at each flep and feel the 
public pulfe. The fever howeverincreaf. 
ed,andthe paroxy{msot delirium feizedthe 
philofopher’s mind and ircited bim to fin- 
ith at once the great work of deitruiion. 
The judicial branch of the confitution 
was attacked, with all the maliceand ven- 
om that ‘politives phrenz ‘y could infpire. 
Although it was viewed, as the fource of 
fatetv, of peace, of honor and of pro [pete 
ty to the country, the profpeét 1s chan- 
ged: itis but the initrumentot wild and 
dark deflruct: on. The weapon by which 
every thing eftimable is effailed, and fecu- 
tity dettroyed.. This deflru€ion of an 
important branch of our conftitution is 
but a prelude to the progrefs of that fac. 
tious diforganizing {pirt, which feeks the 
extinélion of every veftige of government 
and order, In its attacks vpon the conftitu- 
tion of everycountry. We have feen the 
confequences refuliing from the efforts 
of liction ia republican France ; may the 
people of this country, from her example, 
be convinced of the dar gerous tendency 
of innovation In any ona ed fyftem. 
Pe fecution of indivi duals, of private and 
nblie ftan ding, followed "bi $ bold and 
unp ecedemed outrage upon the rights of 
freemen. The venerable ‘Chafe was fume 
inoned to appear before God and his coun- 
try, to eniwer charges originating in 
malice and hetred. Charges which were 
remrefented by the tools ct Jeflerfon, as 
crimes of the deepeftdie. The aged pet- 
riot in obedierce to the commands of bis 
country, an{wered the allegations againft 
him, which Gifcovered the infamous de- 
fions of -bis accufers. The progrefs ot 
democracy, fo far penetrated the~ very 
heart of our government, as [to deprive 
the union of an imoortant link, in the 
chain, which bound them firmly together, 
and which intended to fecrifice the repv- 
tation of an individual, whole fervicesase 
invaluable. Thefe attracks on the govern. 
ment itfelt did not intereit fufhieiently the 
aitention of the people, whole nod de- 
cides every concern relating to the prefer- 
vation of our country. They moft be 
touched with the fine needle of economy. 
They muff be pleafed and cajoled, and ev. 
ery art prattifed by the new philofophic 
adminiftration to retain the confidence of 
the people. To promote that grand defign, 
taxes were in part aboitihed. And who 
were exempted from tne payment of 
then? Was the farmer, the mechanic, 
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the common class of mankind, relieved from the 
presure of federal tyranny, which has been so 
much complained of ? No. The rich, the wealthy, 
the incepencent part cf te inhabitants are screened 
from taxes, aud they only. The agents of demcc- 
racy have employed every art, which they are caya- 
citated to invent, to impress the public mind with 
a belief, that this is an indisputable proof of Mr. 
Jeilerson’s economy, and that taxes no longer deprive 
the public of the honest earnings of their industry. 
In the purchase of Lovisiana, we behold a glar- 
ing effort of deception, to squander public money, 
under the specious mask of eccnomy. It is repre- 
sented as an important bargain, which will supply 
the treasury of the United States, with money ad- 
¢quate to bear every expence, which the govern- 
ment may incur. Not money merely is the pro- 
Guction of this new paradise, discovered by that 
extraordinary man, who now directs the concerns 
of this country ; but provisicn grows spontaneous!y 
vithout manual labor. To make that purchase, 
¥freen millions of dellars were drawn from our 
treasury. And fer what purpose? It is said fora 
xch and vast territory, which will in time amply 
pay every expence and trouble the government may 
have incurred in the ecquisition of it. But the 
@vestion has yet never been answered, where is that 
country so much admired by Mr. Jefferson? One 
thing is certain, that it is as yet undefined and ex- 
trer.ely uneertain as to its location. Why was this 
purchase made ? Because we are ur der the controul 
of France and we must obey her commands. Be- 
cause she asked, and money must be given to her. 
Because she kneched and the docrs of the treasury 
department flew cpen. Because we dared not 
refuse to lend assistance to France in her wild 
schemes ef dominion, Where is the mcney that was 
paid for that country ? deposied in French cofiers 
to enable France to carry on the war in which she 
is now engaged. — Thus you see that demccracy be- 
gan trading vpon federal capital, and, says Mr. 
Kandolph, 1 am fearful when that copital is exhaust- 
et, we shall prove bankrupts, boib in rescurces and ie p- 
uation. 
But, fellow-citizens, a more interesting and im- 
portant part of the democratic adnunisuation re. 
mains untouched. A part, which ought to mterest 
every American, and which directly concerns the 
preservation of our country. In viewing the situa- 
tien of foreign powers, we see them engaged in war 
and marching rothe field ofbartie. England and 
France have again drew the sword of cestruction, 
ard are making every eff rt to annoy each other. 
Animated by ancient resentmehis which never will 
effectually subside, they flew to arms ; a: d it was the 
tluty of every nation not engaged in their cuarrels, 
to observe the strict rues cf newtrality, conto: mable 
to the laws of nations.§ How far our merchants 
bave extended the construction of the right given to 
neutrals, is not now the subject of inquiry. ‘They 
have continued their trade as gsual, until harassed 
and captured by belligerent nations, to such a de- 
gree, that they are almost deprived of the means of 
supperr, and consider their persons and property un. 
safe, uniess they can find some protection at dan e. 
Protection at home? Gracious God! and has it 
come to th’s, that America no longer waves the flag 
of Independence in contempt of the pirates cf the 
ecean?» Has she become subservient to British in- 
fiuence, or a tool in the hands of a French despot? 
W ith shame are we compelied ro declare that ths 
bay been the case, since the Jeffersonian administia- 
tien commenced. And what asatl reverse! Was 
wo the merchant in federal days, when tederal men 
ied power, prcrected fiom the menlis aid depreda- 
pens cf foreign invaders? And Low was he pro- 
tected { By anavy, which is now destr yed ; which 
was bik during the federal administration, to 
strengthen eu! power at home, ard to secure respect 
atl vention abroad: At thar time nore of our 
eitive: s were ashamed to be called Americans. Our 
coumerce Howished to a degree before unkown ; 
our Masotactunnrg and agricaltvral interests pro- 
gressed raypidiv ja the rosd of improvement. Where 
now 1S Wat Navy, es ahiished under the auspices and 
approbetion of Washington; which bas been con- 
sidered by the sages-of fur Country as cur only re- 
source for defence pgairst foreign aggression on our 
wo mmerce? Rettiny ix philesogéte cry decks or sold 
to uy popularsry Where is thar overtiowing trea. 
sury iranpmitted by the federa! party to the pre:ent 
2¢Ministration ? Iegloriovaty petd to a fore gn des- 
put, 6p wey of dae. Where s ou nativeel decor, 
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till then unstained and a name respected by all na- 
tions? Betrayed at Tripoli s abandoned on the Mis- 
sissippi’ And where is the grave of Pierce? In- 
sulred and degraded people, visit it, weep ower it, for 
it is the grave of your national honor. You are tributa- 
ries to France, and the English butcher your citizens 
with impunity. Thus has fallen the federal govern- 
ment, plundered and shaken to its centre by the 
hands of infamous and designing individuals. 

Perhaps it may be asked, if the measures of the 
federal admimistration were attended with the ad- 
vantages before recived, why did the people, whose 
voice must ever be corclusive in republics. why did 
the will of the n ajority operate so sirongly in favor 
of demccracy? ‘To explam this question with that 
precisicn, which the importance of the subject de- 
mands; the means which have been devised and put 
into operation by the agents of cemecracy; how 
they attained the power; to trace the evil to iis 
banefu! source, wevld kad to a detail, which weuld 
at this time be uni: teresting. It has been laddcwn 
as an indisputable truth, that the gieat mass cf the 
pecple, when rightly informed on any political ques- 
tion, seldcm judge wrong. Errors indeed there may 
be in that judgment; but whenever those ervors are 
discoverable, and when by their ccn mission inevit- 
able evils will result, the people will gladly retrace 
their steps and 1€trieve past eres. 
ment is a geverrment of public opinicn. When 
therefore any gieat political questicn presents isc 'f, 
it beccmes necessary that the public mind sheuld be 
informed as to the remote consequences aid ter ccr- 
cies of such a proceedure, if carried into execution, 
The people are accustc wed toleok up 10 certain 
sources for correct information, that ‘hey ney de- 
cide prope rly on questions of publicecncern, Evt 
when the channels of public infcimation tecc me 
contaminated; when faisehccds, base as hell, ccme 
forth, clothed in the garb cf truth; when an mngrir- 
cipled faction cmploy the whele force of their ii fv. 
erce io level the fairest characters im the ccuntry 
prestiate to the ground, for the purposes of 2g- 
grand zement; when characters come forward and 
béidly assume the specicus names of patrict cr se. 
publican, the better to conceal their nefaricus pro- 
jects frem the heen eye of publye is epection ; when 
great public chsracters can be fcund to patronize 
the productions of the infamous Callender, the rene- 
gido Duare, ard the slandercus Cheetham; it is 
then that public cpinion beccrres peivertcd; it is 
tZen that licenticusyess begins her baneful career; 
it is then that public virtue is assnulicd and the weight 
of 2uthority overccemes even scepticism itself. 

To trace the base ord infamous mears, by which 
the present administration attained public confi- 
dence, and the aris which have keen practised to 
retain it, would be a very easy task. An cutline
